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very ſeverely, who have been Corrupters of 
Manners, and by their bad Examples, debauchd 
the Commonwealth, and infected it with Riot 
and Lewdneſs, But nothing effeminates a 
Man more tFanthis fickly Paſhon, nayzit makes 
him deſpiſe or hate all who are healthier and 
viſer, and will, have it a mark of Dullne's and 
Nanienſe, not to play the Foolz and is as an- 
gry with thoſe who do not, as the Sybarite, with 
the poor honeſt Fellow, who was hard at work; 


which ſo highly diſpleaſed him, that he was 
like to have beaten him, becauſe: it made him
